Among the surprising results of the Chi- 
cage fire, none is mere surprising than the 
unprecedented impnise which has been 
given to real-ertate transactions.. While 
other branches of business have rallied, and 
fully reached their ante-fire level, real estate 
business hes surpassed its old level, Imme- 
diately after the fire, and during a period of 
three or four weeks. it steod still; then com- 
menced to rally, aud has grown steadily aud 
rapidly ever since, and now it is larger, 
heslthier, and more active than at any time 
in the history of the city. The largest ag- 
re gal e of transfers for any one week in this 


city, previona to the fire, was 
about a year ago, When the 
volume of ales reached $1,500,000, 


while, during the last week, the aggregate 
reached $1,619,207, the largest ever made in 
Of this amount, there were 225 
transfers, amounting to $1,487,0%2, within 
tho city limite, the remainder, representing 
being of Aburbau property, show- 
ing that the great bulk of these transfers 
were nade for permanent improvement. 
This condition of the real-estate business 
is urevery way significant, as it is the key 
to the general condition of the business of 
the city, and argues a future development, 
whieh will exceed our most sanguine expeoc- 
tations, in the general bulk of basiness, the 
growth of population, and the increase of 
values of every Alescription. Looking back 
to the two or three weeks immediately sac- 
ceeding the fire, our readers will remember 
the general depreasion which was felt in basi- 
ness circles. He was called a very sanguine 
man who predicted that the burnt district 
‘would be rebuilt in ten years. Many of our 
heaviest property-owners were uncertain 
whether they could ever rebuild again, and 
it was the general impression that the city 
had been put back twenty-five years, and 
‘that every citizen who had been at the top 
of the ladder had got to commence at the 
bottom and climb up again. As for real 
estate, the records had all been burned up, 
and it was the impression there could be no 
transfers, neither could & man go ahead aud 
buil@, because he had no title to his prop- 
erty, and could borrow nothing en it, and, 
consequently, every land-owner in Chicago 
helped to fill the papers with plans for re- 
establishing title, and the Legislature has 
labored through a whole session with the 
"game end in view. Bat, somehow, real 
estate got transferred without legislation 
and transferred to an extentnever dreamed 
of, as may be seen by the regular reports of 
sales, and the ten solid columns of “real es- 
tate for sale in a single issue of Tax Taris- 
Un. Now, however, that the necessary 
legislation has been effected by the passage 
of the Burnt Records bill, we may look for 
a still farther increase in the volume of 

gales, as foreign capitaliste will have oconfi- 
dence to invest here, since titles are doubly 
seoured. 

It has been already shown in our rea! es- 
tate columns, by the institation of compari- 
sons, that real estate. notwithstanding its 
value for business purposes and the uapre- 
cedented activity of the demand, is propor- 
tionately lower than corresponding real. es- 
tate in New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, 
which shows a healthy condition. This fact 
coupled with the equally important faqs that 
the fire, while it destroyed a oprtain 
amount of material values, did not destroy 
the channels of trade, the natural démands 
for business, and the necessity, which both 
natere and reason imposed, that commerce 
must 6xist here, as the main outlet for the 
products of the Great West—is fall of prom- 
ise for the fuiure. Foreign capital is already 
eeeking investment were in large amounts. 
New reilroads are asking for admission to 
accommodate the great increase of exchanges 
between the East aad the West which mast 

Population is steadily 
growing and keeping pace with business, 
abd the two will for a long time combine to 
keep up the demand both for high and low- 
priced property. Chicago will soon be a 
larger and mare prosperoascity than before, 
and a handsemer one than it would have 
been bad there been no fire at all. We 
would not, however, advise St. Louis and 
Milwaukee to burn themselves up in order 
improve their looks.

WFALTE, 1 TAXATION, AND peer 

Mr. Walker, the Superintendent of the 
Census, has completed an elaborate series of 
tables, showing the aggregate wealth, taxa- 
thon, and public debt of the United States, 
extending into the detail of counties and 
cities in every State of the Union. The labor 
of sucha work bas been immense, There 
are no fixed rules of valuation or taxation 
in the United States. Every State has ite 
own method of proceeding. In some States 
the property is assessed at one-fourth, one- 
third, or some other proportien of the real 
valine. In some States exemptions are large, 
and in others small. In some States revenue 
is collected on franchises, and not from 
property. But, notwithstanding all this, 
Mr. Walker has persevered, and, after corre- 
spondence and research, has been abie te 
present the particulars obtained in the 
census, so completed by, subsequent infor- 
mation that it may be assumed to be ap- 
proximately correct. 

The aggregate assessed valuation of real 
and personal property in all the States in 
1870 was $14,178,986,782, against 612.084.560, 000 
in 1860, while the trn» value of the same was 
$50 068,518,507 in 1870. against 610,159,016 008 
in 1860, The increase in the ten years has 
been about 8&8 percent. This does not in- 
clude property owned by the United States. 

The aggregate of taxation, not national,
